The ‘luminary’- 
may be taken for the foot of Sri Krishna also, in 
which case the four adjectives qualify it even more 
appropriately, As per the first adjective, it is 
the foot of Sri Krishna which is more directly in- 
volved in wandering in Brindavana. 


(ii) «ma means luminary, i. e. Shedding lustre. 
The foot also is such, like Sri Krishna. Hence, the 
foot of Sri Krishna is referred (oas..... e FELS ly 
Qary OsG)psr wenGan’’ by Sri Nammalvar also, at 
the beginning of his Divyaprabandham. The second 
adjective also fits in more appropriately in this case, 
as the cowherdesses are specially fond of that tender 
foot as to place it very carefully on their breasts 
and feel very happy thereby. 
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The third adjective also refers to the foot as 
well as to Sri Krishna; with regard to the fourth 
adjective, the word Vaijayanthi— means varst or flag 
in this case. That Sri Krishna's foot is adorned with 
‘ax (sats!) along with other signs, such as Vajra. 
Ankusha and so on is very familiarly known to many.» 


iii) Jayanthi (a«ed}-means the sacred time which 
brings as (Victory) and q7a-to all those who celebrate 
the birth of Sri Krishna at that time with devotion. 
aiedt is the name given to the. time in which the 
siqnageiedY and the star ‘Robini’-come into contact 
with each other and that time is said to be most 
sacred, This adjective namely ‘‘aaedtaeaa'’-is placed 
as the third in this sloka, though it ought to be 
generally said first, i.e. even before the first and 
second, because itis after the birth alone that Sri 
Krishna wanders ia Brindavana aod becomes very 
dear to the heart of the cowherdessesand su on. But, 
the author follows this peculiar method here, to show 
that Sri Krishoa’s intention to wander in Brindavana 
and becoming the beloved of the Gopis was born 
first in His mind and His birth in Jayanthi followed 
that intention. So, this point is very note.worthy 
here. 


_ (iv) The first adjective which speaks of His social- 
ly moving with low creatures in Brindavana—is a re- 
markable proof of the distinguished quality of ‘a1eaed 
—in Him. ‘aveq'—means fond affection towards 
one, mindles$ of his faws. If we are aware of this re- 
markable Virtue in Him, we need not be afraid of ‘our 
sins committed so far. ‘“‘aexaqatazaqirann fafa eaa 
qpa Hadt q faataua” says the same Acharya with this

sense in ‘qatqae’. ‘anaer’ is one of the forms of the 
qator mercy of God. 

‘The second adjective is ‘‘agfavaga’”’,. agti" 
means the cowherdesses, - who are of low class. Sri 
Krishna who has Lakshmi as his constant and in- 
reparable associate or consort is keeping such close 
company with the low class ladiesal so, out of intense 
affection. for them, making no difference between the 
high and lowclasses which discloses His another 
loveable quality named dees, which means excele- 
ence of disposition, knowing which we need not feat 
-to approach Him. 

The third adjective is ‘waedtdaa’ referring to the 
awae of.such high and supreme Being in our 
midst. This reveals His another great virtue known 
as ‘dlesq’- which means easy acquisition. Know- 
ing this great: Virtue in Him, we need not doubt 
as to how we can perceive Him with our naked 
eyes. 

The fourth adjective namely ‘aaqed¥ faqaw’. 
throws light on His wta, meaning Supreme Lord- 
ship. By knowing that we are under such Supreme 
Protector, we are assured of protection from all 
“sorts of calamities. 

(v) This is a benedictive verse or ‘ags. It is 
in the form of salutation to Sri Krishna to whom 
the author is most devoted. 


(vi) The life-sketch of Sri Krishna is the subject 
‘matter of this great work. This is beautifully filled 
with sentiments like ‘syre’ “‘aw'' and so on. It is 
shown in the first stanza itself. ‘Sgro’ sentiment 
is depicted by his affectionate movement. with the 
cowherdesses. “av” sentiment is. contained in his

acts. “‘aqyata’’ is contained in his roaming about in 
.‘Brindavana’ and lifting up the Govardhana moun-
